LYONS, Feb. 8 (R) — Demands are grow- 
ing swiftly for the execution of former Ges- 
tapo officer Klaus Barbie if French courts 
find him guilty of crimes against humanity 
during World War'll.. 

Although the death penalty was abolished 
in France in lySl, influential politicians have 
called forchangq? in the- law in case 69-year- 
old Barbie is convicted. - . . 

The accused Nazi war criminal imprisoned 
in Lyons since -his expulsion from exile, in 
Bolivia at -the weekend, -faces a maximum 
sentence of life in. prison under the French 
.law. 

Francois Leotard, secretary general of the 
opposition party led by former President 
Valery .Giscard cTEstaing, said be hoped 
Barbie would, be guillotined if found guilty. 

"Other countries have changed their law to 
meet this kind of situation," be said in Paris.' 
“I hope that France will do likewise.” 

Ordinary people in Lyons evoked a paral- 
lel with Aetlf Eichmann who was kidnapped 
by Israel from South America, tried and 
hanged for his role in the holocaust. 

! "1116 Israelis changed the law to deal with 
Eichmann. There is no reason why we cannot 
do the same,” said a man inside the Lyons 
prison where Barbie is held. Barbie is accused 
by France of murdering or deporting 
thousands of Jews and French freedom fight- 
ers in Lyons between 1939 and 1944 as well 
as killing, reastaoce leader Jean Moulin.

TEL AVIV, Feb. 8 (AP) — The commis- 
sion that probed the Beirut massacre recom- 
mended Tuesday that Defense Minister Ariel 
Sharon resign. 

The report, handed to reporters at 1 0 a.m. 
(0800GMT), said Sharon bore “personal 
responsibility” for the massacre in the Sabra 
-and Shatila refugee camps. It said that if Sha- 
ron (fid not quit. Prime Minister Menahcra 
Begin should dismiss him. 

“We have found," the three investigators 
wrote in the 108-page public section of the 
report, “that foe minister of defense bears 
personal responsibility, in our opinion it is 
fitting that foe minister of defense draw the 
appropriate personal conclusions arising out 
of the defects revealed with regard to foe 
manner in which he discharged the duties ol 
his office.” 

lt noted that Begin “may, after informing 
foe cabinet of his intention to do so, remove a 
minister from office.” 

. The recommendation was a stunning set- 
back for Sharon who was the architect of the 
Lebanon invasion that led to the September 
massacre. 

The findings pointed to an earthquake in 
Israeli politics, opening the possibility that 
the government would resign and set an early 
election, Israel radio said. 

The report also called for the dismissal of 


the bead of military intelligence. Maj. Gen. 
Yehoshua Saguy. 

It said Begin, along with Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir and the head of foe Mossad 
Intelligence Service whose name is secret 
“bear some responsibility." but it did not 
recommend their dismissal. 

lt also drew“grave conclusions with regard 
" to foe acts and omissions of the chief of staff,” 
Lt. Gen. Raphael Eytan. 

The report said the investigators were not 
satisfied with Begin’s testimony that be never 
imagined that in letting the militiamen into 
the camps, Israel was risking a massacre. 

lt said Begin acted “with indifference" and 
did not pay sufficient attention to the horrify- 
ing events as they unfolded. “For two days 
after the prime minister heard about the 
PhaJangist entry he showed absolutely no 
interest in their actions in the camps,” the 
report said. 

The commission said that the possibility of 
the Phalangist massacre could have been 
foreseen. The report said that Begin should 
have known of foe possibility of a massacre 
and should have expressed an interest and 
closely followed the events. Begin’s “lack of 


Salient points in a nutshell 


TEL AVIV, Feb. 8 (R) — Following 
are highlights from the official English 
translation of foe Israeli judicial inquiry 
report into last September’s massacre of 
Palestinians in Beirut: 

Defense Minister Ariel Sharon is 
blamed for not forseeing a massacre when 
be decided to send Lebanese Christian 
militia into foe Sabra and Shatila refugee 
camps in south Beirut.

“The prime minister's lack erf involve- 
ment in the entire matter casts on him a 
certain degree of responsibility ” the 
report said. . 


Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir is 
censured for failing to pass on early infor- 
mation he received from another minister 
about foe massacre. But this ommission 
did not justify asking him to resign, the 
report said. 

“It is difficult to find justification for 
such disdain for information that came 
from another member of the cabinet." it 
added. 

Chief of staff Rafael Eytan isseverely 
criticized for disregarding the danger of 
sending the Phalangists into the camps. 
The commission said it was meaningless to 
demand Gen. Eitan'sdismissal because he 
was due to retire in April and an extension 
of his command was not being considered. 

"The chief of staff did not order the 
appropriate steps to avoid the danger (of a 
massacre) and his failure to do so is tan- 
tamount to a breach of duty." the report 
said. 

Director of Military Intelligence 
Yehoshua Saguy is blamed for “indiffer- 
ence andn conspicuous lack of concern, of 
shutting his eyes and ears to a matter 
which it was incumbent on (him)... to open 
his eyes and listen well.” 


Warning to Iran 

Retreat or court death— Iraq 


BAGHDAD, Feb. 8(R) — Iraqi Pie si deni 
Saddam Hussein Warned Iran Tuesday that 
its forces would be courting "death and 
degradation” if they continued to attack Iraq. 

The Iraqis said Monday they killed 6.894 
Iranians and crushed a new Iranian offensive 
launched in the Al-Shaib area of the Misan 
border province southeast of Baghdad on 
Sunday night. 

“ VVe advise Tehran's rulers, out of our 
keenness not to shed more blood, to take a 
lesson from the bluer experiment in the Shaib 
area and to listen to the voice of peace and 
pay attention to their people's interests.” 
President Hussein told the official Iraqi News 
Agency (IN A). 

Iraq said nothing Tuesday about any milit- 
ary operations On the Guff war front, and 
radio and television programs returned to 
normal, suggesting a lull in the fighting. 

This week's offensive is the latest by Iran in 
a series which has seen the battle front move 
from inside Iran to the border area. Both 
sides have portrayed the new battles as poss- 
ibly derisive in the 29, . -month-old Gulf war. 

Baghdad television Monday night 
screened a film showing what it said were the 


bodies of scores of Iranian soldiers — some of 
them dismembered — scattered over the bat- 
tlefield. 

President Hussein called on "rational Ira- 
nians” to see the film and “judge the tragic 
aspect which reflects the fitter truth.” The 
Iraqi leader warned that if the Iranians tried 
another attack, “ Iraqi fire win be awaiting for 
them. 


Meanwhile, Iran said Tuesday its forces 
had recaptured a further 50 square km (20 
miles) of Iraqi-held territory Monday night in 
an area south of Fakkeh in southern Iran. 

It said, quoting a military communique, 
the number of Iraqis killed and wounded 
since the start of a new offensive launched on 
Sunday night had reached 800. It said one 
colonel and several high-ranking officers 
were among Iraqi prisoners transferred 
behind -Iranian lines. 

The official Iranian news agency IRNA 
Tuesday quoted parliamentary speaker 
Hojatoleslam Hashemi Rafsanjani as saying 
that Iran would continue its latest offensitp 
untQ Iraqi President Saddam Hussein was 
overthrown. 


SAMA restricts syndicated loans

JEDDAH, Feb. 8 — The Saudi Arabian 
Monetary Agency (SAMA) has issued a cir- 
cular to the domestic banks requiring prior 
approval before riyat-denominated loans 
may be syndicated with the participation of 
offshore banks, banking sources have 
reported. 

The Kingdom’s banks, following the circu- 
lar dated Jan. 20, maybe required to restrict 
their syndicated k>an& SAMA does not want 
the riyal to become an international currency, 
and die agency's general policy is to discour- 
age the participation of foreign banks in riyal 
finance operations, and also to encourage 
local banks to keep riyals inside the King- 
dom, for investment. 

The circular requires prior SAMA 
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approval m three areas: local bank invitations 
to foreign banks to participate in any riyal- 
syn cheated transaction: local banks par- 
ticipating in riyaJ-syndicated loans outside 
the Kingdom; and local bank participation in 
foreign currency (i.e. dollar) syndicated 
transactions arranged for non-residents. 

The consequences could be that banks with 
dollars to lend abroad may be prevented; 
Saudi.banks will do more business together in 
syndicated loans; and Bahrain's banks may 
be frozen out of Saudi banks syndicated 
loans. 

However, large-scale loans, e.g. the vast 
telephone contracts of 1979-80, can easily go 
beyond the credit limits of a single bank 
(SAMA restricts the amount of any one loan 
to 25 percent of the bank's funds) and may 
even be too big for a deal involving all the 
Kingdom’s banks. If foreign banks are not 
allowed to take part in syndications there 
may be difficulty in raising bans. 

Syndicated loans are handled by a consor- 
tium of banks, with one bank “lead- 
managing’' the loans, and thus gaining extra 
commissbn.'The "credit risk is- shared, and 
small banks can participate in large bans. 

Banks here are proceeding with loans “in 
the pipeline” but are holding off on new deals 
until more clarification from SAMA. 

The Kingdom’s banks already suffer from 
severe competition from the 100-plus 
Bahrain banks whose salesmen — the Brief- 
case Bankets from Bahrain — offer cheap 
lending rates to Saudi bisinesses.

The com missi on went on to <bastiye milit- 
ary chief Eytan, saying it would have recom- 
mended bis dismissal, if he were not up for 
retirement anyway in April. 

The paper-bound Hebrew text contained 
58 pages describing events. 57 pages fixing 
“responsibility for the massacre” and seven 
pages of conclusions. About 10 percent of the 
total report was not published because it 
covered sensitive security matters. 

Israel radio said Begin now had three 
options: The government could continue to 
function while dismissing Sharon, or Begin 
could resign and call an election, or the 
opposition Labor Party could try to form a 
coalition. 

Begin adopted a business-as-usual 
attitude. Aides said he canceled no appoint- 
ments. and held a meeting as scheduled with 
visiting U.S. senators while radio stations 
were reading the rep on to an expectant 
nation. 

The findings are not legally binding, but 
carry supreme moral weight and cannot be 
ignored by any government concerned about 
public opinion. 

On Maj. Gen. Amir Drory. commander of 
Israeli forces in Lebanon, foe commission 
ruled that he had been saddled with “multi- 
ple, cwi.ipicx and difficult option during the 
war.” and had taken certain measures to stop 
the slaughter. Drory was to blame for not 
persisting with those measures, the report 
said, but it made no recommendation to 
penalize him. 

Gen. Amos Yaron. who was commander of 
Israeli forces in Beirut a! the time of the 
massacre, be barred from command positions 
for at least three years, the commission 
recommended. 

It suggested that a cabinet committee 
appoint experts to examine other shortcom- 
ings in the army and recommend dismissals, if 
necessary. 

The report expressed astonishment that 
the decision to send the Lebanese into the 
camps “seemed so unimportant that foe 
defense minister did not see fit to inform the 
prime minister and receive his assent.” lt 
concluded that Begin was not informed of foe 
fateful decision until he held a cabinet meet- 
ing shortly after the militiamen already were 


U.S. raps Israer 
for pullout delay 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (R) — Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan has said that Israel 
was guilty of unnecessary delay in with- 
drawing its forces from Lebanon and was 
holding up efforts to negotiate a com- 
prehensive Middle East peace agreement. 

In an interview with local televirion 
reporters he expressed hope that U.S. 
negotiator Pbiiip Habib would be able 
persuade the Israelis to pufl out because 
“the Arab States are holding back and 
are reluctant (to enter peace talks) unless 
t hey see this kind of gesture of good wflL" 

Reagan said broader peace talks would 
not be possible until afl foreign forces 
were out of Lebanon and the “situation is 
clearer.** He said he would be witting to 
increse the multinational peacekeeping 
force if necessary to maintain stability in 
Lebanon. 

He also said the Israelis were techni- 
cally an occupying force in Lebanon. The 
State Department earlier said it would 
welcome a reported p eace pact among 
warring Lebanese militias if it furthered 
U.S. objectives for peace. 

Meanwhile, Israeli Foreign Minister 
Yhfoak Shamir was reported on West 
German radio Tuesday as saying his coun- 
try was reArfy to pull back its troops within 
Lebanon before negotiations with Leba- 
non were concluded. 

West Germany’s external broadcasting 
service Deutsche Welle, quoting reliable 
sources, said Shamir told West German 
Foreign Minister Hans- Dietrich Genscher 
that Israeli troops would retreat to a 40- 
kilometer corridor on the Lebanese side 
of its border on certain conditions. 

The radio report said these were the 
departure of . the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) from Lebanon and 1 
the withdrawal of Syrian forces from the 
Metaa Hills. 

The withdrawals could be carried out 
before the conclusion of negotiations with 
Lebanon, the report said. 

* The radio said Shamir had also prop- 
osed an internationally guaranteed neut- 
ralization of Lebanon. >

The interview, by an American network, was carried on British independent television. 

Arafat told Jordanian television that the conclusions of IsraeFs inquiry mto the Beirut 
massacre last September were important but incomplete, the Palestinian news agency Wafa 
said.

Wafa said Arafat, chairman of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization (PLO), told 
Jordanian television that -the conclusions 
were incomplete "because they did not 
include a decisive condemnation of 
Menahem Begin and members of his gov- 
ernment who are involved, with American 
support, in the shameful massacre.” 

Wafa said Arafat told foe television that an 
international tribunal should be set up to 
investigate the massacre. 

Imad Shakkour, a senior advisor to the 
PLO chairman, said the PLO believed Sha- 
ron should be put on iriaL Briefing reporters 
in Amman wbereJbe PLO leader is staying at 
a government guest villa. Shakkour also cal- 
led for a condemnation of the United Slates 
which he said encouraged “ Israeli aggression 
and has been directly involved with the milit- 
ary clique which carried out the crimes.” 
Imad Shakkour told reporters the PLO 
believed Israeli Defense Minister Ariel Sha- 


ron should not merely resign, as recom- 
mended by the inquiry, but should be put on 
trial. 

“They were positive results, but they are 
not sufficient,” be said. “We consider the 
recommendations of the commission as only 
a first step. Sharon's resignation is not 

enough It must be followed by being put on 

maL” 

Shakkour said foe findings of the inquiry 
commission were also inadequate because 
crime of Sabra and Shatila is not just the 
personal responsibility of a number of indi- 
viduals but a general Israeli responsibility." 
He said the PLO abn calling for an interna- 
tional tribunal to investigate the massacre. 

Several hundred Palestinian and Lebanese 
civilians were kitted when Israeli forces 
allowed Lebanese Christian militiamen into 
the Sabra and Shatila refugee camps during 
the Israeli take-over of West Beirut last Sep- 
tember. 


Try criminal Sharon, survivors cry 


BEIRUT. Feb. 8 (Agencies) — Christian righ tis ts , held responsible 
by an Israeli inquiry for the Sept- 16-18 massacre in Beirut's Palesti- 
nian refugee camps, remained sflent Tuesday while Palestinian sur- 
vivors demanded Israeli Defense Minister Anel Sharon be tried as a 
“war criminal.” 

Assad Gennanos, the Lebanese military prosecutor, told the associ- 
ated press: “I keep the concerned Lebanese authorities up to dale with 
the development of the investigation and it's up to them to make it 
public or not when it's complete.” 

Gennanos said he did not expect the Lebanese fowl report to be complete before Match or 
April 

The only Lebanese government official to comment publicly was the Muslim Prime Minis- 
ter, Sbafiq Wazzan, who told the AP the Israel commission’s report "at least uncovered to the 
world who was really responsible.” 

The Israeli commission blamed the Christian Phalangist militiamen who belong to the party 
of Lebanese President Amin Gemayel. 

Fady Hayek, spokesman for the Christian Lebanese Forces militia, described the commis- 
sion's report as a” purely internal Israeli affair” and added, “ if they come up with proof, then 
we can comment.” 

In the camps of Sabra and Shatila where the massacres took place, residents interviewed by 
reporters Tuesday focused their anger on Sharon, the architect of the Israeli invasion. 

"Sharon ought to be pot on trial like the guy they brought from Bolivia to France (former 
Nazi Gestapo chief Klaus Barbie). Sharon should be tried like him because he is a war 
criminal, because he planned and carried out the massacre which took place,” said Mustafa, a 
3 2- year-old Palestinian plumber who said he was shot 1 1 times by the marauding militi ament 
and still has a bullet in one knee joint and another in his chest. 

”He (Sharon) was responsible to protect the lives of the civilian people,” added Mustafa, 
who said he lost his wife Amal and three children in the massacre. 

Other refugees in both camps echoed his calf for a trial and further punishment for those 
found responsible for allowing the attack to occur. 

“Everyone had a hand m the massacre, not only Israel, everyone, including the Arabs,” said 
Mariam Haj j, 56, a Palestinian who said she fled foe militiamen and was shot at. “ We did not 
cany arms, we did not fight, we, the old people and the children.’’ 
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Stronger relations stressed 
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Kingdom, N.Yemen call 
for Israeli withdrawal 


JEDDAH, Feb. 8 (SPA) — Saudi Arabia 
and the Yemeni Arab Republic have expre- 
ssed satisfaction with the distinguished rela- 
tions between the two countries and stressed 
their determination to farther develop and 
consolidate them in the interest of both peo- 
ples. 

A joint communique issued here Mooday 
night at the conclusion of North Yemeni Pres- 
ident Ali Abdullah Saleh’s visit to the King- 
dom said Saudi Arabia expressed deep sym- 
pathy and pain over the devastating earth- 
quake which struck Dhamar region recently. 

. It added that the Kingdom reaffirmed its 
interestin helping relieve the sufferings^ the 
victims and rebuilding the stricken areas. 

The communique said the two sides under- 
lined the importance of preserving the unity 
of the Palestine commando movement and 
backing it materially and taorally “far from 
any non-Palestinian influence, it being the 
basis of solving the Palestine problem." 

It expressed deep anxiety over Israel's 
procrastination in withdrawing its invading 
troops from Lebanon and called for their 
speedy and unconditional withdrawal from 
aD Lebanese territory. Furthermore, the 
communique expressed the two countries' 
determination to persist in their goodwill 
efforts to re-establish Arab solidarity and 
unity in the interest of Arab and Islamic 
causes. 

It said the two sides reviewed Arab ques- 
tions of joint interest and shared identical 
views od them.

The communique said King Fahd accepted . 
President Saleh’s invitation to visit the 
Yemen Arab Republic at a time still to be 
fixed. Saleh was accompanied on his visit by 
Premier Dr. Abdulkarim Al-Iryani and Fore- 
ign Minister Aii Lutf Ai-Thor.

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Tailors, shops 
cautioned on 
uniform sales 

TAIF, Feb. 8 — In sales involving military 
uniforms certain procedures, including a spe- 
cial license, are required, according to a 
statement issued by the Public Security 
Department’s garment section. 

In a joint statement issued by the Ministry 
of tire Interior and the Ministry of Com- 
merce, all tailors were reminded that all 
tailors in Saudi Arabia are required to have a 
prior license from the garment department 
before they are permitted to make military 
uniforms and there are certain provisions 
under which such licenses are granted. 

According to the i instructions which 
appeared in4/ -Jazirah , Interior Minister 
Prince Naif and Commerce Minister Dr. Sol- 
iman A. Sol aim said no tailor can make such 
clothing unless he undertakes in writing that 
he will spedalize in them. 

Such businesses must not accept to sew or 
tailor any uniform without seeing, first, the 
customer’s military card and written permis- 
sion from his superiors. The written permis- 
sion must show the number and type of 
uniforms requested. The tailor must write 
down all information in a special register in 
which he mil also mark the applicant’s iden- 
tity. 

Owners of ready-made military garments 
and decoration shops must also undertake in 
writing that they will comply with the instruc- 
tions relating to the ledgers in which they 
inscribe the quantity of dothes and other 
items which they obtained and their respec- 
tive origin. 

They must also abstain from selling such 
items, of whatever type they may be, except 
to persons who produce their military cards. 
The customers must also hand them over a 
permission agreement showing the type of 
garments and military equipment to be pur- 
chased. 

Supervisors and inspectors will follow 
dosely the activity of such merchants to 
ched: the origin of each item, in collaboration 
with the public security authorities and to 
report on any violation. 

The instructions were repeated after offi- 
cials at the two ministries had noticed that the 
merchants do not abide by the offidal legisla- 
tion governing their trade.

LONDON, Feb. 8 (AP) . — The. average 
lifespan could rise to 8 5 or 90 years as medi- 
cal knowledge advances and people.takc pre- 
ventive measures against disease, according 
to a leading- British medical statistician.

Meanwhile, Surinam’s military regime has 
invited international groups to send rep- 
resentatives to investigate the political situa- 
tion, the government news agency reported 
Monday. 

An International Red Cross representa- 
tive, meanwhile, arrived in Paramaribo over 


the weekend to probe the hanging of Maj. 
Roy Horb. He viewed Horb’s body before 
burial Saturday and also discussed the death 
with the coroner and other medical officials, 
the report said. The Red Cross representative 
was invited by Bouterse “to gather extensive 
information about the death of Roy Horb and 
to size up the situation in various sectors," the 
agency said. The Red Cross representative 
was identified only as "Mr. Hetman." 

Horb was the accused ringleader of 21 per- 
sons arrested Jan. 30 in an alleged plot to 
assassinate Bouterse and other military lead- 
ers. The government announced four days 
later that Horb, an array commander who 
helped lead Bouterse 1 s coup d’etat three 
years ago, bung himself in his prison cell. 

The announcement was greeted with skep- 
ticism by most outside observers. After 15 
opposition leaders were arrested last Dec. 8, 
they were subsequently executed. Bouterse 
claimed they were shot during an escape 
attempt, but foreign officials and Surinamese 
civilians said the victims were tortured and 
executed. The Dutch government cut off aid 
to hs former colony on South America's 
north coast. The U.S. government also sus- 
pended aid to Surinam which became inde- 
pendent in 1975. 


UNITED NATIONS, Ffcb. 8 (AP) - 
Sweden called here Monday for a voluntary 
moratorium on the launching of nuclear- 
powered satellites into outer space white 
rules for their use arc formulated. 

Swedish delegate Sane Danielsson made the 
appeal in the Scientific and Technical Sub- 
committee of the U.N. Committee on the 
Peaceful Uses of Oiner Space. He did so 
within hours after tire fuel core of an atomic- 
powered Soviet spy satellite plunged to obliv- 
ion over the South Atlantic. The main pan of 
the satellite had come down over the Indian 
Ocean Jan. 24. 

“ Internationally accepted safety regula- 
tions should be adopted urgently for the use 
of nuclear power sources in outer space,” 
Danielsson said at the opening meeting of the 
subcommittee's latest annual session. "These 
regulations," he said, "should provide for 
information both before launching and 
before re-entry so that countries can take 
necessary actions to protect their populations 
and the environment." 

"The possibilities for assistance in case of an 
accident should be developed so that also 
countries which themselves do not have the 
possibility to protea their population and 
environment from damage can get assistance. 
“Until such international and legally binding 


safely regulations have been adopted, we 
urge all countries which intend to launch 
satellites with nuclear reactors to observe a 
moratorium in putting such satellites in orbit 
around the earth." 

"The re-entry of the NPS (nuckar- 
power- source) satellite Cosmos 1402 of the 
Soviet Union caused certain anxiety in my 
country,” the Swedish delegate told the sub- 
committee. “ We have been strengthened in 
our conviction that the work on NPSjs 
important and that a result must be achieved 


without delay." 


It was the second time in some five years 
that a country had put before the subcommit- 
tee the problem of stray Soviet satellites with 
nuclear material aboard. On Feb. 13, 1978, 
Ambassador William H. Barton of Canada 
complained to the same body that on Jan. 24 
radioactive pieces of the Soviet satellite 
Cosmos 955 had fallen on Canadian soil bet- 
ween Great Slave Lake and Baker Lake in 
the northwest territories. 


Czech rebel playwright hospitalized 


PRAGUE, Feb. 8 (AFP) — Dissident 
playwright Vadav Havel was Monday tem- 
porarily released from prison and taken to 
hospital, reportedly suffering from 
pneumonia, sources close to him stated. 

Havel, 46, a member of the Charter-77 
human rights movement, has since May 1979 
been serving a four and a half year term for 
"subversive activities.” In the past, Czechos- 
lovak dissidents released from prison in this 
way have not subsequently been returned to 
detention. 

The release followed an earlier appeal to 
Czechoslovak leader Gustav Husak by Char- 
ter 77. According to HaveFs family, the wri- 


ter has suffered a relapse of pneumonia com- 
plicated by acute nephritis, necessitating his 
transfer from a prison in Pilsen, western 
Czechoslovakia, to Prague- Pa nkrac Prison 
Hospital. 

In its request. Charter 77 said Husak would 
be saving the life of an internationally 
renowned writer. 

Friends said that Ivan Havel, the writer's 
brother, had received a telephone call from 
him saying he was in central Prague’s Pod 
Petrinem Hospital. Ivan Havel went there 
immediately. But a hospital spokesman told 
Agence France-Presse there was no one 
there named Vadav Havel.

Soviets demand cut in Indian Ocean buildup

UNITED NATIONS, Feb. 8 (AFP) — 
The Soviet Union warned Monday that 
■mw efforts were taken to lessen the milit- 
ary buildup in the Indian Ocean, it would 
take- appropriate steps to counter such 
increases. 

Addressing the U.N. ad hoc committee on 
the Indian Ocean, Soviet delegate Lev Men- 
delevich accused the United States of trying 
to hinder the convening of an international 
conference in 1984 on ways to make the 
Indian Ocean a zone of peace. U.S. represen- 
tative David Adamson countered that the 
hokfing of a conference "would be a mistake 
at stage and would make a mockery of the 

international community’ because, he 
dnyd ft would help the Soviet Union to 
destabilize the Indian Ocean region further. 

He added that the Soviet Union was anxi- 
ous to bold a conference to use it to obtain 
broad acceptance of the status quo in 
Afgh anistan now occupied by Soviet troops. 
The ad hoc committee, which will hold three 
sessions in 1 983, has been meeting for a week 
without being able to agree on an agenda, 
particularly on procedural and substantive 
issues for convening the conference. 

While a majority endorsed a draft agenda 
prepared by the committee’s chairman. 


Ignatius Fonseka of Sri Lanka, proposing to 
work on the substantive and organizational 
issues of the conference, tbe United States 
introduced an amendment insisting on 
separating the two sets of issues, ft wants the 
committee to deal first with the principles 
aimed at transforming the Indian Ocean into 
a zone of peace. Decisions are taken by con- 
sensus. 


During Monday’s exchanges. Mendelevich 
said that his country understood tbe concern 
of the Indian Ocean littoral states at what he 
called the expansion of the U.S. military pre- 
sence in the region.

U.S. physicists warn of nuclear war 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (AP) — The 
largest organization of physicists in the 
United States has warned worid leaders that a 
nudear war could destroy civilization and 
outlined a set of proposals to avoid the use of 
such weapons.

American Physical Society, was sent last 
week to the leaders of the United States, the 
Soviet Union, China.

After a radio communication with 
the boat's designer Guy Ribadeau he was 
advised to continue, but to keep his speed 
below 15 knots. Otherwise the rudder could 


■ twist and break he was warned.

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PUT THEM ON TRIAL 

' fl ' The Israeli commission of inquiry into the heinous massacres of 
innocent Palestinians by the Pbalangists has come to the conclusion 
that the rest of the world had long known — that the Israeli govern- 
ment and army are guilty. And that Defense Minster Sharon and the 
field commanders on the spot had permitted their heavily armed 
Christian allies to bulldoze their way into the camps where thousands 
of defenseless refugees had been left alone after the departure of the 
PLO commandos from Beirut. They knew full well what the Christ- 
ians were after — pure Palestinian blood in huge quantities. They set 
aboul committing one of the worst acts of treachery the Arabs have 
known this century. They murdered in cold blood, maimed and 
blinded hundreds, perhaps thousands, of people left without protec- 
tion. 

The Israeli army stood guard outside the camps as the killers went 
about their way perpetrating a crime of awesome proportions. They 
could have disallowed it if they chose to, they could have stopped it 
sometime if they wanted to. But they let the killers roam through the 
alleys of the camps for two full days with full knowledge of what was 
going on. Whole families were wiped out, old men and children 
riddled with bullets and pregnant women rifled while the Israeli 
soldiers watched from their observation towers. 

The decision of the panel is a verdict against the whole Israeli 
nation and a bloody blot on its escutcheon but the recommendations 
stop short of demanding punishment for the two principal criminals 
— Begin and Sharon who had not only ordered the search of the 
camps but known its consequences. The recommended resignation of 
Sharon is not enough. He should be put on trial in the same way 
Allies put on trial some of the Nazi criminals of World War IL Begin 
ought to be tried publicly for his premeditated murder of innocent 
Palestinians and stop moaning for victims of the holocaust in Europe 
when he has already created his own against the Palestinians. 

The Lebanese government's own inquiry has faltered and those 
who spearheaded the massacres and supervised it are stfll alive and 
free knowing that the government can't touch them because they 
form the backbone of the present regime. 

They may escape punishment just now because there is no strong 
authority to punish them in present day Lebanon, But they should 
realize that someday somebody strong enough wiD appear to settle 
the score. 

The value of the Israeli commissioa's report lies in that it is a 
condemnation of Israelis by Israelis appointed by Israelis. Its subsidi- 
ary interest lies in possibly shaming the Lebanese government into 
\ ordering its own probe. ^

Geu. Suharto has denied he wants to be president 
for lifeand said recently it was time for the younger 
generation to take over. Sources dose to him say he 
is contemplating stepping down as early as 1985. By 
then after 20 years in power, say the sources, the 
president hopes Indoneisa will have overcome the 
political and economic turmoil left by his predeces- 
sor, President Sukarno. 

By fcre p in g a remarkably low profile, shunning 
the limelight and raising traditional Javanese mod- 
esty to a fine art. Gen. Suharto’s style is in stark 
contrast to the flamboyance of the Sukarno years, 
and his “new order” administration has made con- 
siderable economic achievements. 

CM revenues, political stability and aid and advice 
from Western friends have helped the administra- 
tion reduce inflation to aU-time lows, spurred 
development and domestic manufacturing and 
brought virtual self-sufficiency in rice, the staple 


food for Indonesia’s 150 mOfioii people.

Politically, the country appears to be more stable 
than ever. Before the last presidential election in 
1978. university students 'took lb the streets to criti- 
cize business dealings of Gen. Suharto and his wife, 
Ibu Tien. But now under threat of expulsion if (hey 
take part in political activity or criticize the gov- 
ernment while on campus, the students have so far 
been quiet. 

The Muslim opposition PPP party, which hi 1978 
walked out of congress over religious issues and 


provoked Gen. Suharto to exdude opposition 
members from the catenet for the first time, also 
appears to have acquiesced. 

In last year's parliamentary election PPP' candi- 
dates were criticized for campaigmg on religious 
grounds and accusing President Suharto’s Golkar 
Party of being anti-Islam. But this week John Naro, 
chairman of foe PPP, stated the party’s allegiance to 
Indonesia’s official ideology, elaborately struc- 
tured secular cult afpanduUoj which lays down five' 
guiding principles for society and separates religion 
and politics.

TOKYO - 

Japan's ruling Liberal Democratic Party which 
has held sway for 27 years enters a critical phase. 

It feces local, upper house and possibly lower 
house elections this year with a new prime minister 
who makes many people feel increasingly uncora- 
fortabfe because be challenges some of the old 
taboos. Yashuhiro Nakasone wants higher defense 
s pending and therefore a greater capability to wage 
war. He likewise advocates changes in Japan's 
peace constitution. 

Before visiting U.S. President Ronald Reagan, 
he had instructed that the budget for 1983, except 
for defense spending, be kept at lower than previ- 
ous year levels. At the same time, Nakasone' s main 
backer, former Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka, a 
a i p i n al suspect, continues to draw enormous 
awwAw, not all of h favorable. While in office he 
aHegedfy received $2 million from the Lockheed 
Corp. for the promotion of its aircraft sales to AD 
Nippon Airways. 

Consequently, for the last six years. Tanaka has 
been the key defendant in the Lockheed payoff trial 
now mbs foal stages. In late January he faces what 
is widely expected to be heavy sentencing demands 
from the prosecution and in September a verdict 
from the presiding judge. In between these highly 
awaited events comes the elections. 

la the meantime the LDP, a joint front of 
squabbling factions divided by the Tanaka and 
anti-Tanaka groups, focuses on a number of impor- 
tant deve l opments. Among them, popular support 
for die new prime minister has already fallen. The 
low marks relate to Nakasone' s hawkish goals and 
the »— of Tanaka henchmen, some of whom 
are former frigh Tanking poficemen in bis cabinet. 
In rinded is Akira Hatano, appointed to the sensi- 
tive post of justice minister. Consequently, the 
Ta-Na-ka-sooe admimstration is also referred to as 
the police cabinet. 

Before be became minister, Hatano was already a 


strong critic in parliament over the way the prosecu- 
tion handled the case against Tanaka. There has 
been public concern that Hatano might pot pressure 
on the court: therefore, opposition politicians have 
closely questioned both the minister and the prime 
minister over the Lockheed trial. 

At the last polls in 1980, the LDP won a landslide 
majority in both houses on sympathy votes after 
former Prime Minister Masayoshi Otura collapsed 
and died during the campaign. Even so, the LDP 
scored less than 50 percent of the votes. Since 1967, 
support for the LDP has not been above 50 percent, 
and it is now down to 47 percent. 

The once uniform backing of the Japanese busi- 
ness world for LDP is also fragmenting. The 
weapons industry wants a defense budget to pave 
tne way for weapons production and export — both 
of which are currently banned by the constitution. 

Other sectors of the business world are con- 
cerned that bigger defense spending win lead to tax 
increases. The LDP is also meeting opposition over 
the way it keeps issuing deficit bonds to cover mas- 
sive shortfalls in revenues. Even banking. circles, 
traditional supporters of the LDP, are raising their 
voices. They cannot absorb bonds already issued, 
let alone new ones. 

The LDP has also a number of wars to fight over 
its agricultural policies. Business circles, the main 
financiers of elections, now complain the govern- 
ment should stop protecting and supporting farmers 
and making business carry the burden. Consumers 
are also annoyed about having to purchase highly 
expensive agricultural products. At the same time, 
the LDP is afraid that if it does not fund the fanners 
it will lose seats. Traditionally jfo farmers' vote has 
been vital and it still is. 

Because of the shift away from the land, the LDP 
has been forced to expand its program to provide 
rural centers, museums and sport venues to appeal 
to non-farmer residents of the rural areas. The LDP 
has also built an empire out of funding and support 
programs. Government aid accounts for one-third 
of the national budget. It spreads into social wel- 


fare, education and especially agriculture. The rul- 
ing party, therefore, maintains strong control and 
can use its funding as a weapon to achieve its own . 
goals. The rural sector is a prime example. 

In fiscal 1980, government aid for the rural sector 
«mrtimn»4 to $7,891.2 million or 142 percent of 
central government funding. After the forestry and 
fisheries share, $6,508.4 million remained for 
agricultural industries. That gave everyone of the 
600,000 full time farm households roughly 
$10,000. At the same time, Japan has 600,000 
agricultural bureaucrats, most of them on the gov- 
ernment payroll, except those at agricultural 
cooperatives. Therefore, Japan's farm households 
get the equivalent of a man-to-man service from the 
bureaucrats. Even so, agriculture remains grossly 
mef&dent — a key factor in the farm trade row 
between producer countries such as America and 
Australia. 

The LDPs survival also relates to the very dose 
ties between the ruling party and the bureaucracy. 
The relationship was fostered in the postwar 1940s, 
when cabinet drafts were worked over with 
bureaucrats, before the results went to the general 
beadqoarten of the occupying forces. 

fo order to wm approval of the American occupa- 
tion government, politicians were dependent on the , 
talents of the bureaucrats, who are the elite out of / 
the most prestigious uni v er s i ties in Japan. The 
bureaucracy was playing a key role in policy forme- - 
ktion by the end of the occupation in 1952, Since 
1 955, when the Liberals and the Democrats merged' :ii 
to form the LDP, it has therefore been easy foxu 
politicians lacking experience and ability to govern s* 
by leaning on the bureaucracy. Tins freed the rulen^' 
to devote tbeir energies to the formation of faction*? 
mid struggles for power within the party. 

The LDP also has an incestuous Feiationship' 
the Zaikai, the big business circle. The i 
industry is one of the largest donors of funds to the, 
LDP. The glue which rocks the industry and the- . 
ruling party together is the public works program^' 
drafted by the construction tuhustxy. Allocations^ 


for public works in 1 978 increased over year- before 
levels to 34.S percent. At the same time, ‘donations 
from the industry were the largest ever and way 
ahead of steel, electric power and banking, until 
then the big three. With the contributions come 
expectations, in the long run industry reaps profits 
and tiie LDP wins votes. Even so, the LJDP now 
considers it is approaching a transition period. 

It has to concentrate more than ever on improv- 
ing its popular vote and check the decline below 50 
percent. To stem the tide and maintain a majority in 
both bouses, it may be necessary in the long term to 
change electoral policies. 

Under the consideration of tiie government is a 
plan to divide constituencies into smallei uhits with 
only one represen t a t ive, rather than several at pres- 
eut. By doing this, LDP could generate higher vote

Portugal in for Spanish-type left coalition

LISBON - 

General elections on April 25 could herald a 
swing to the left hi Portuguese government but no 
single party is likely to win a clear victory. 

President Antonio Ramalho Eanes oiled the 
elections on Friday after a seven-week government 
criw caused by the resignation of Prime Minister 
Francisco Pinto Babemao. Some Christian Democ- 
rat diebaxtis want to bold together theft right-wing 
coalition with the Social Democrats, monarchists 
and independents, winch crumbled in December.

Portugal's largest party and the senior 
partner in the old coalition, is most likely to suffer in 
the elections since it will take the blame for the 
coalition's inability to cure the country's economic 
3b and produce political stability. It lost out in local 
elections last December, mainly to the Socialist 
Party (PS) of former Prime Minister Mario Soares, 
win is confident of more gains in April. " We will 
nun tome from the Communist Party, but most of 
our gains wifi be from the PSD," Soares, 58, said 
recently. 

At the last general election in October 1 980, the 
PSD-kd democratic alliance won 47 percent of the 
vote, the Socialists 28 percent and the Communist 
Party nearly 17 percent. But the local poll in 
December indicated the Socialists, with more than 
30 percent of the vote, had overtaken the PSD as 


the country’s largest party for the first time since 
1976. 

Portugal's Communist Party has had a steady 
share of the vote for several years, but the Socialist* 
will not consider an alliance on the French model 
because of the Communists’ strong links with Mos- 
cow and an animosity between them dating back to 
the turbulent years of the 1974 revolution. 

A hung parliament would, however, produce: 
pressure for an alliance of Socialists and Social r ; 
Democrats. Balsemao suggested the posibilky : 
recently in an open letter to bis party which meets in :J 
congress later this month to. deckle campaign 1 
strategy. Such an alliance could echo the moderate- /. 
style of Spain's Socialist Prime Minister FfeHpe 
Gonzalez. 

But the Socialist Party is not making any prom- 
ises. It has said h wifi not enter into any affiance 
until after the election. "The only way to negotiate .

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Elephants posing a big menace 

Third World farmlands

WASHINGTON (LAT> - The august 
leadenjof the World Bank, intent on tbeir 
mission of promo ring global economic 
development, tune a large and unexpectedly 
stubborn problem on their hands these days 
— the elephant. 

Ttefeank, which uses funds from richer 
co untri e s !o promote development in poorer 
ones, has found elephant herds nibbling at 
bank-financed rice plantations in Sri T^nir* 
endangering maize-growing projects m 
Kenya, threatening a darn in Thailand and 
stomping .through palm oil plantations in 
Malaysia.- 

And unlike other wildlife that can be 
scared off by civilization or can be airlifted to 
more convenient locations, the 5,000 to 
1 0,000- pound pachyderms that range more 
or less freely through ibe Third World wtil 
not easily be moved or even nudged out of 
{heir normal grazing areas. 

Instead,in their relentless search for water 
and food, the earth’s largest fend mammal* 
have devised a variety of ingenious ways to 
oat-fox some of the world’s best engineers 
and agricultural experts. 


Electrical fences, used at several World 
Bank projects, only occasionally stow most 
herds as they move through their normal 
parade routes. One native former reported 
that Jbxs electronic barrier sputtered and died 
efte* a crafty modern-day mammoth 
uprooted a nearby tree and dropped it on the 
fence. 

At another ate, bank workers tried pro- 
tecting newly developed croplands by digging 
moats with steep sides — only to find that 
elephant "engineers'’ methodically butted 
their heads and shoveled their big tusks 
against the sides of the ditches, breaking 
them down into gentle slopes so they could 
amble across to their vegetarian dinner. 

. •*' Yotfve got to remember that this is the 
largest terrestrial mammal, and its major 
strategy is to search for food by going from 
place to place,” said John Sc ide nsticker, an 
ecologist and mammal expert at the National 
-Zoological Park in Washington. "Nothing 
ever holds them back for very long." 

There are numerous stories of the sing- 
Ic minded nature of elephants — especially 
the very old cows in Asia, who apparently 
never forget particularly delirious patches of 
forest and tbeir chosen routes to get to them.

Whales endangered 
by curious onlookers

DANA POINT HARBOR, California, 
(LAT) — A century ago, gray whales were 
rhawi and hunted down by -rugged seafar- 
ing men who battled the giant beasts with 
harpoons and Topes, b rin gi ng the spedes 
dose to extinction. . 

Today there are few whalers left m 
California , but the whales are still chased 
and hunted down by boats — this time car- 
rying school children, tourists and natural- 
ists aimed with cameras and dinoculars. 

Ironically, without throwing a single har- 
poon, the modern-day hunters may help 
dedmate the animals they hope to save, say 
some researchers. 

There is growing evidence, some marine 
ologists say, that the boat traffic off the 
southern California Coast, largely that of 
the $2.2 million yearly whale-watching bus- 
iness, may be changing the migration pat- 
terns of the gray whales that pass dose by 
the California shore each winter. 

In addition, the sdentists say, boats that 
fallow the whelm too closely or harass them 
can break up whale families or cause them 
to speed up, using predous body fat that 
fads the giant wnmrnak on their 12 , 000- 
mile round trip between the Bering Sea and 
Pacific lagoons off of central Baja Califor- 
nia. 

Since the first whale-watch boat went cut 
of San Diego in 1055, the business has mus- 
broomed, with an estimated 250 boats 
going out of landings on the west coast each 
season. But more likely than the whales

Scientists have identified four separate 
ways the whales paw by the California: 
dose to the coast. In the Catalina Island 
Channel, in the San Clemente bland Chan- 
nel, and outside San Clemente Island. 
Fishermen have reported more whales tak- 
ing tiie route outside San Clemente. Island 
each year. 

If me gray whales move. their migration 

farther from shore, it could effect both man

animals do not eat on the trip south, but live 
for half the year on stored energy. 

That stored energy, whale researcher 
Mike Bursk befieves, can be used up too 
rapidly when whales must evade boats, and 
they could simply die of starvation in the 
waters off Washington during the trip back. 

In addition, the boat traffic along south- 
ern California’s coast resulted in 14 colli- 
sions between whales and boats between 
1975 and 1980, according to a 1980 report 
in M ut n wldi r Mipthi, the journal of 
the American Cetacean Society. In seven of 
those instances the cotiiaoa was fatal to the 
giant sea mammals. 

Dennis Kelly, a marine biologist on tire 
faculty of Orange Coast College, said such 
occurrences may be even frequent titan the 
article suggests. Blue sharks feed on dead 
whales, be noted. And the evidence of their 
deaths may be swallowed in Pacific waters 
without tire carcasses ever washing ashore. 

Dr. Peter Bryant, a University of Califor- 
nia, Irvine, development biologist who has 
done research on gray whales, disagrees 
with notion that whale watchers are creat- 
ing any immediate dangers for the mam- 
mals or forcing them to change their mig- 
ratory habits. “1 don’t believe anybody’s got 
any dear scientific evidence that whales are 
taking offshore migration routes or running 
out of energy,” he said. Adding that har- 
assment of whales “is just something people 
are worded about.” 

Apparently, the U.S. government is 
among those worried. 

The gray whale remains on the U5. 
endangered species list despite the fact that 
its estimated population of 17,000 to 
19,000 is believed to have stabilized and 
even grown during the last five years. A 
National Marine Fisheries Service pamp- 
hlet explained that the endangered spedes 
designation remains because “Its habitat is 
threatened by offshore resource develop- 
ment — increased vessel traffic ... and har- 
assment from curious whale watchers.” 

Although no one is quite sure how to 
define it, harassing a whale is prohibited by 
both the Marine Mammal Protection Act 
and the Endangered Spedes Act. It carries 
a $10,000 awl penalty or were a criminal 


charge ever successfully prosecuted, a 
$20,000 fine or up to a year in jafl. 

Gary Gail breath, Mature Fisheries Ser- 
vice chief enforcement officer, said that his 
officers have investigated 17 cases of har- 
assment since 1979, but none have gone to 
court. In two instances, wanting letters were 
sent out, but most cases have been dropped 
because of lade of evidence. 


Even a well-known stream that suddenly 
becomes a raging river will not necessarily 
slow the big, gray mother elephants who run 
their matriarchal society. 

Seidensricker reported herds of elephants 
that walked through riven so deep that only 
their trunks were sticking out, drawing in air 
as they crossed, like huge, fleshy submarines. 
For the World Bank, which has found 
elephant invasions costly, the issue is how to 
stop the large beasts, short of the more drastic 
measures used by some angry formers who 
resort to modern-day elephant guns. 

We found recently that there have been big 
cost overruns because of elephant damage,” 
said Robert Goodland, an environmental 
officer at the bank. “And our purpose is to 
find some reasonable ways of dealing with the 
problem.” He cited a $90 million oil palm 
plantation in Malaysia that cost 94 percent 
more than planners expected, in large part 
because of wildlife, or to be more precise, 
elephants. Goodland said that the elephants 
not only ate the palms, they also seemed to 
show their irritation at the whole project by 
methodically stepping on each plant in the 
rows — thus contributing to a loss of 2 million 
palms. 

Alan H. Green, an agricultural projects 
officer at the bank, said that in Western 
Africa elephants seemed to be “almost play- 
ful” in their efforts to destroy the bank's work 
— like massive and clumsy vandals using 
their trunks and heavy feet to dance on 
freshly planted fields. 

Elephants also can get angry — an emo- 
tional state that can be extremely dangerous 
to human beings, who are less than one- 
fiftieth their size, according to Seidensricker. 
He said that in one area of the Third World, 
elephants became increasingly unhappy with 
farmers staking their claims in elephant 
byways so that one elephant cow showed her 
displeasure by ripping the walls off of a 
farmer's house. 

In defense of this gargantuan temper tan- 
trum. wildlife experts point out that the 
elephants' habitat has been slowly 
encroached upon by the an increasingly large 
herd of two-legged creatures, complete with 
their homes, their noisy machines, their fee- 
ble fences and their enticing gardens. 

Forest creatures that like to move out of 
the trees occasionally to nibble on grasses in 
the fields, elephants are increasingly finding 
themselves trapped in "pockets” of forest, 
surrounded by human development. " All of 
these problems are people-generated. It's not 
like the elephants are going after things, 
rather the encroachment is forcing them into 
different behavior.” said Thomas E. Love- 
joy. vice president for science for the World 
Wildlife Fund. A specialist in endangered 
species, Luvcjoy said elephants in most areas 
are nut among the most endangered animals. 
Estimates of the number of elephants range 
from 35.00(1 to 40.000 in Asia and up to 1.2 
million in Africa. 

It's at the stage that if wc can come up whh 
some son of rational way of doing something 
now. there is not going to be a serious conser- 
vation problem in the future” he said. 

Thus, the World Bank has staned asking 
for help in finding ways to ki man and 
elephant coexist in a link more harmony in 
the Third World. Herding elephants is one 
method of moving the big animals into areas 
where they are protected. Such round-ups 
are better than abortive efforts to helicopter 
the huge beasts, many of whom would die 
subsequently — either from the trip or from 
the trauma of being so instantly transplanted. 

But the movement of ekphant herds by 
land is extremely risky —both to the domes- 
tic elephants used to guide tbeir wild cousins 
and to the humans who go along. Moreover, 
such treks have been known to take six 
months. And once the move was finished, the 
elephants have sometimes deckled that they 
did not like their new homes and have made 
their way back to their old stomping grounds 
within a few short weeks. 

"Moving elephants is extremely danger- 
ous,” a specialist told bank economists at a 
meeting last week. “At some point, an 
ekphant can come out from behind a bush 
and you're not going to see it, and it's just 
going to stomp you.” 

However, for all the inconvenience and 
injury cause by elephants in some areas, most 
Work! Bank experts said they would prefer to 
avoid “culing” the elephants — the con- 
troversial process of killing some of the 
weaker or more troublesome a n imals to 
make the remaining ones healthier and more 
manageable. 

The process has been used in Africa, where 
there are more elephants and those that 
remain are considered mere food, or in some 
cases a pair of handsome tusks for ivory 
poachers. Bid culling is virtually impossible 
in Asia, where the elephant is a part of the 
cultural heritage. In countries like Sri Lanka, 
the e l ephant is something more. It is, as in the 
United States, the symbol of the ruling party. 

The situation is not hopeless, however. 
Some methods have been devised for allow- 
ing elephants and men to coexist a tittle more 
peace fid. Agricultural sites can avoid dam- 
age, for example, if they are laid out with a 
wide grassless buffer zone without trees for 
elephants to shade themselves under and 
without the foods they prefer in tbeir swings 
through the forests. 

Also, some countries can create national 
elephant preserves, areas where the food 
source is so tempting that the elephants* 
range becomes stable and they do not traipse 
through forms and water projects in search of 
greener pastures. Another possibility is that 
elephants could be domesticated for hauling 
heavy logs and other supplies, as they have 
been m Burma. Three, elephant-power has 
cut down on the use of expensive fuel 
At least it’s different than 100 years ago,” 
said John Eisenberg, a professor of ecosys- 
tem conservation at the University of Florida 
who is one of the United States's experts on 
elephants. “Then, the developers would have 
just gone in and shot the elephants ' and 
nobody would have said a thing . That's the 
way it was done, and the argument was that 
there were plenty of elephants and one could 
just eliminate them and get on with the busi- 
ness of planting for profit.”

U.K. reopening radiation cases

LONDON (R) — A young British soldier 
stationed at Christmas Island in the Pacific 
fdt the heat on his back, then a sudden blast 
of wind, as the midear bomb exploded. 

Six months later W illiam Morris died from 
Leukemia and his family claimed the fatal 
disease was caused by exposure to radiation 
from the hydrogen bomb at the remote test 
site 25 years ago. 

The daim was rejected but now Morris's 
file, along with those erf 15,000 other Britons 
involved in the H-bomb tests, is to be 
reopened in response to fears that many may 
have contracted radiation-linked illnesses. 

The new concern in Britain arose after 
alleged radiation victims in the United States 
and Australia filed compensation daims 
against thdr governments linking their illnes- 
ses to atmospheric nudear bomb tests in the 
1950s. 

Press and television reporters tracked 
down British test veterans and a medical 
expert who studied their records. Dr. Alice 
Stewart, says they point to an abnormally 
high death rate from leukemia. 

Veterans of the nudear test program have 
reported -gland ami bone marrow troubles, 
rashes, sores, and cataracts — all of which, 
like leukemia, could be linked to radiation. 

The government denies that anyone in the 
test program was exposed to danger and one 
Ministry of Defense official described Dr. 
Stewart’s research as “a hotchpotch.” 


But the ministry promised a full health sur- 
vey erf those involved, starting with a com- 
parison of mortality rates among test vete- 
rans against the rate among a similar sample 
not involved in die program. 

Britain exploded 20 nudear bombs bet- 
ween 1 952 and 1 958 as it raced to develop its 
own nudear deterrent. 

Twelve of the blasts were carried out in 
isolated areas of Australia with the coopera- 
tion of the Canberra government, wide die 
rest were conducted near Christmas Island, a 
bleak coral atoll in the Pacific some 4JOOO 
miles northeast of Australia. 

In her assessment of around 100 cases pas- 
sed on by journalists. Dr. Stewart worked on 
the assumption that about 6,000 men under 
25 were involved in the test program. 

From a normal sample of that size and age 
group she would expect 10 men to have since 
died of leukemia, a cancer of die bloodvbut to 
date she has evidence of 1 2 deaths. A cancer 
spedalist who 25 years ago was the first scien- 
tist to link leukemia with low-level radiation 
exposure. Dr. Stewart stresses that she does 
not regard these figures as sufficient to prove 
a case. 

“But it is surprising that a very cursory 
survey like this has brought in so marqrdeaths 
of this kind.” she said. 

William Morris’s friends, whose appeal for 
a special pension for his family was finally 
turned down in 1 961 . are in no doubt that be 
was killed by radiation. “I still maintain that 
he was a fit and able man when be went into 


service and he dfed became of contact with 
nutation on C hri s tmas Island,” Bill Francis, 
head of Monies local ex-servicemen's dub, 
told Renters. 

The government's answer is firm. Junior 
Defense Minister Geoffrey Pattie told a 
member of pa r fiament: “There is no evidence 
of anyone having suffered from radiation 
effects as a result of British atmospheric nuc- 
lear tests.” 

The Defense Ministry insists that all neces- 
sary precan turns were taken to protect sol- 
diers and civilians from dangerous exposure 
to radiation. They say strict radiation dose 
limits were enforced, protective clothing was 
issued to men entering contaminated areas 
and dangerous materials were always dis- 
posed of with great care. 

All die evidence indicates die death and 
disease rates among test veterans are per- 
feedy normal, the official spokesman says. 
But the stories told by the test veterans sug- 
gest that, even if die safety precautions were 
adequate on paper, they may not have been 
executed as planned. 

A number said their protective dothing 
was unsuitable for the climate and they sim- 
ply unbuttoned their overalls when they got 
too hot. Others told of canisters of contami- 
nated materials which broke open while they 
were being hand! ed, and of ground staff being 
drenched with water as they washed down 
planes which had just flown through an 
atomic mushroom cloud.

Nigeria 9 s oil 
output falls to 

800.000 bpd 

LAGOS, Feb. 8 (R) — Nigeria’s oil pro- 
duction fefl to just over 800,000 barrels per 
day (BPD) in January compared with 12 
million bpd in December, and February’s 
average was not likely to be much more than 

600.000 bpd, industry sources have said. 

But despite the intense pressure such low 
figures put on its economy, there were no 
signs that Nigeria was likely to break OPEC 
rules by cutting ! . prices unilaterally, the 
sources said. 

More than 90 percent of Nigeria’s hard 
currency income is from ml and it has ambiti- 
ous development plans. But it has consis- 
tently prod aimed its fidelity to OPEC 
(Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries) rules. 

A Nigerian official said that although the 
country was feeling the pressure of the world 
oil glut more acutely than other OPEC mem- 
bers. Lagos would wait to see what others did 
before deciding on any action. 

Nigerian output has fallen faster than anti- 
cipated. The drop to under a million bpd was 
not expected until march . Officials would not 
forecast the March figure. 

The plunge was accelerated because many 
long-term contracts expired at the end of 
December and buyers were waiting to see 
whether there was a general price fall before 
signing ney contracts, industry sources said. 

French industry 
records 2%growth 

PARIS, Feb. 8 (AFP) — Business activity 
grew in France last year by around 1.5 to 2 
percent, adding to the total number of firms 
and jobs, the French Statistics Institute Jnsee 
has reported. 

But, in a review of French business last 
year, Insee noted that most of the growth 
occurred during the first half of the year, 
before the imposition of a four-month pay 
and price freeze in juty. 

Activity stagnated in the third quarter and 
inched up a bare 0.1 percent iq the last quar- 
ter. Leading the field with three percent 
growth rate in volume was the non-food con- 
sumer goods sector, particularly household 
utilities. 

But the building industiy did particularly 
badly, the capital goods sector did not do 
much better, and there was no improvement 
in food product sales. 

Insee reported that the number of 
wholesale firms increased by 1 .580 over the 
first nine months of 1 982. and the number of 
firms in the retail sector by 2,043.Their total 
workforce rose by 19.000 (about one per- 
cent). . 

The number of firms going bankrupt ‘ 
declined by 5.5 percent. last year to an. aver- . 
age' 496 a month, down from 525 in J 198l. ; ;

iimd made a whipping boy for global setbacks

LONDON, Feb. 8 — Sterling's crisis has 
been caused by an excess of liquidity. in its 
own market while there is a squeeze to the 
U.S. But problems are not over yet and the 
rate could even fall to $1 .46 before stabiliz- 
ing. It is not good news to Mrs. Thatcher 
and could force her into an early election 
whether she likes it or not. 

For those in Saudi Arabia and elsewhere 
in the Arab world who are paid in sterling, 
the recent fortunes of the pound have been 
disastrous. It has been dropping like a lead 
balloon for the past few months against all 
other currencies. Every time there is an 
international crisis, it seems that the world’s 
financial dealers take it out on sterling — 
selling it as quick as possible. The most 
recent drop was after lari month’s abortive 
OPEC meeting in Geneva when the pound 
dropped through the psychological $1.58 
barrier. Now h is floating around $1.53 Vi. 

Although sterling is seen as a petro- 
related currency beca use of North Sea oil, it 
is clear that the drop in oil prices — 
expected as a result of OPECs failure to 
agree a new pricing and liftings structure — 
should not have really affected sterling. 
Naturally any drop in ofl revenue will afreet 
Britain’s cash flow, but that is only in the 
long-term. In tbesbort-term the only factor 
that should be affected is the U.K.'s balance 
of payments since the ofl is sold in dollars. 

However, such is the size of Britain’s* 
export figures — the UJC. exports more as a . 
percentage of its GDP than any other indus- 
trialized country (and that includes Japan) 
— that Britain' s balance of payments surp- 
lus has rarely been as large for many years 
past The latest figures have shown the surp- 
lus growing even larger. The effect, there- 
fore, of any drop in Britain’s dollar ofl 
revenue, must be minimum. 

Perhaps because of this, many people in 
Britain are now asking whether sterlings 
problems lie far beyond questions of bal- 
ance of payments, interest rates and the 
like. Is it simply that sterling has been so 
battered about over the years that there is 
no confidence left in it? Certainly, to give 
some credence to this theory (which actu- 
ally has been around for some time, even 
before the latest crisis), it does seem that 
everytime there is some international prob- 
lem — financial or political — the immedi- 
ate reacion in the money markets is to sell 
sterling. 

This does seem to be the case following 
the abortive OPEC meeting in Geneva. 
'Sterling's decline :had little to do with oil 
[pieces, that was. ipcrejy coincidental. The 


face is that the conditions for a fall were 
present before Geneva. OPECs failure 
only acted as a catalyst. 

The real reason was the recent massive 
flow of capital back to North America, 
partly because of liquidity problems there 
and an excess of liquidity in the UJC. mar- 
ket. 

Although a certain amount of U.K_ 
investments have been going overseas since 
the Conservative government lifted 
ftvrhang e controls shortly after h came to 
power in 1979, the figure has only recently 
risen to around 4 billion- 5 billion pounds 
($6 billion — $7-5. bflfloo). Pension funds 
investments account for much of it How- 
ever, the North American banks (especially 
the Canadian banks) have a daily working 
liquidity of around $50 billion. Much of it, 
of course, can be invested and absorbed in 
the dollar market which is the biggest in the 
world. Even so, it can only take so much. 

The North Americans have, therefore, bad 
to turn elsewhere — and where better than 
the sterling market which 4s still the second 
biggest money market by for in the world? 
On Feb. 7 it was reported that foreign banks 
particularly Arab banks, are at this moment 
moving into London at the rate of one a 
fortnight. Three more Arab banks arrived 
in 1982, bringing the number to 25 and the 
Riyad Bank is expected to open a branch 
here shortly. 

Recently, however, North America, par- 
ticularly the U.S. has experienced a domes- 
tic squeeze which meant that Eurodollars 
had to be called home to solve the liquidity 
problem there. 

Apart from that bavp been one or two 
domestic British factors that have helped 
push the sterling rate down. For example, 
January- March is the tax-paying season in 
the UJC. This could lead to a liquidity shor- 
tage if it were not for the Bank of England s 
policy at this time of year to move money 
onto the market and so prevent rates going 
np. This year, because there was already a 
surplus in the market, the Bank’s polity has 
had the reverse effect. Instead of stopping 
rates going up, it has helped push them 
down. 

Just how long the U.S. liquidity squeeze 
remains depends in part what happens to 
interest rates there. If they go up, not only 
will ft keep funds in the U.S. it will attract 
further moves out of sterling. A report out 
Feb. 7 by the Washington- based National 
Association of Manufacturers, chimed that 
the long-expected recovery in the UJL 
economy had started. That NAM should be 
so confident is good news indeed for Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan. However, exactly 


what happens now on U.S. interest rates is 
far more difficult to work out. Recently 
there have been a series of contradictory, 
reports about what the interest rates axe 
about to do — some predicting they will 
rise, others saying they will stay the same. 
Given such contradictions,' it would be sur- 
prising if there were any moves in the 
immediate future by the Federal Reserve. 
However, there is strong feeling in London 
financial circles that U.S. interest rates may 
rise in about a month's time. 

Should they do so, they would add to the 
downward pressure on sterling and some 
London money merchants are privately 
talking about the pound dropping even 
further — $1.46 is the accepted figure — 1 
before it settles. 

Should sterling drop any lower than that 
figure in the immediate future or should the 
rate at w hich ft f alls be very rapid — then 
there is widespread belief in London that 
the prime minister will call a snap election 
— winch on present showing she is highly 
likely to win. That in turn would push sterl- 
ing back up as confidence rose. Certainly if 
she did so, it would mean that many dealers 
would have their fingers badly burnt. 

However, ft also has to be remembered 
that Mrs. Thatcher is beiself something of a 
prisoner to the fortunes of sterling. Even 
though she is set to win the election, a long 
or drawn out campaig n could result in 
intense pressure on sterling as electoral 
nervousness as to the chances of the Labor 
Party sets in. One consequence is that this 
may force the prime minister into a June 
election whether she wants ft or noL The 
press, the Labor opposition and even Con- 
servative back-bench members of parlia- 
ment are sure that Mrs- Thatcher has 
already decided to go for June and so, from 
May onward, the whole atmosphere in Bri- 
tain will be of an unpendmg election, 
regardless of the prime nrinistei’s real inten- 
tions. This wifl undoribledly affect sterling; 
the longer she leaves it after June, the more 
nervous the market wffl become. 

If this does turn out to be the case — and 
it is the exact scenario that many in the Oty 
foresee, then ft will not be good news for 
Mrs. Thatcher. She likes to show herself as 
the one person in Britain doing the driving : 

She does not like to be seen bowing to pres- 
sure. Moreover, ft is this image that pro- 
vides her greatest source of support. Any 
question of her having to hold an election at 
any time other than that which she herself 
freely decides could do her "Iron Maiden” 
image serious damage. AD of which, prob- 
ably. adds up to yet one more reason as to 
why shewfll go for June when none of thi^ 
wfl really show. K

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EEC agrees to seek 


hike in IMF funds 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 8 (R) — European 
Economic Community governments agreed 
to seek a rise of at least 50 percent in the 
International Monetary Fund’s (IMF) baste 
lending resources to help to ease severe 
financial strains on the developing worid. 

West German Finance Minister Gerhard 
Stoltenberg said that he would be pressing for 
the increase on the Community’s behalf at a 
meeting of the IMF s powerful interim com- 
mittee in Washington on Thursday. 

Stoltenberg, who was speaking at a news 
conference after talks between Community 
finance ministers here, is the current presi- 
dent of the Common Market’s finance coun- 
cil 

The meeting of the fund's policy-making 
interim committee of 22 finance ministers 
and centra] bankers was originally set for 
April but was brought forward to next Thurs- 
day and Friday because of mounting debt 
problems faced by developing countries in 
Latin America and elsewhere. 

Monetary sources expect the committee to 
endorse an increase of nearly 50 percent in 
quotas that ail 146 IMF members must 
pledge, boosting the total to some $99 billion, 
a rise of £33 billion at current exchange rates. 

The committee is also expected to raise the 
financing of the IMFs General Arrange- 
ments to Borrow (GAB), a pool of funds

established by the industrial countries, to $1 9 
billion from $7.1 billion and to widen its 
availability to all members. 

Argentina, Mexico, Brazil and Yugoslavia 
are among the countries which have had to 
seek urgent financial aid from the IMF in 
recent months. 

It was largely because of the need to 
restore confidence to the international bank- 
ing community, which had been shaken by 
the possibility of a major borrower defaulting 
on its debt and causing a crisis in the interna- 
tional financial system, that it was derided to 
advance the date of the meeting. 

Whatever is finally agreed on quotas, the 
Reagan administration faces a tough fight in 
Congress to get the increases approved. 

In the past, the United States, the agency' s 
largest contributor, has often run imo major 
problems in Congress when seeking author- 
ization for IMF or World Bank financing and 
this year is expected to be no exception. 

The U.5. has near-record unemployment 
rates, a still very weak economy, and is suffer- 
ing record budget deficits of around $200 
billion. 

Congress has already held a number of 
bearings on the world debt crisis and other 
international economic manors where the 
Reagan administration has argued that U.S. 
dependence on trade means it would suffer 
seriously if the international financial system 
were to collapse.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (R) — U.S. 
Budget Director David Stockman stood firm 
against compromising on President Ronald 
Reagan’s 1984 budget, including his plan to 
increase defense spending by S30 billion to a 
record $238 billion. 

Republican Party members and opposition 
Democrats In Congress have said they will 
trim the president’s military budget for the 
financial year beginning Oct 1. 

But Stockman, in a CBS television inter- 
view, called on them to find any legitimate 
savings. “We don’t think they wfll and we’re 
willing to provide them with the information 
so that they can come to the same conclusion 
we have.” 

Stockman said the president’s defense 
request was about at the ceiling Congress 
imposed for 1984 last year. 

“Then they felt last year that was the 
minimum we could spend for defense .... 
maybe the economy has changed ... but the 
threats we face internationally and the 
requirements to meet them have not changed 
at all,” he said. 

Stockman also predicted the overall 1 984 
budget that finally emerged from Congress 
would not differ greatly from the one pre- 
sented to them last week by Reagan.

Top Arab banker says 

OPEC states incur $18b deficit 


BAHRAIN, Feb. 8 (R) — The balance of 
payments of OPEC countries plunged into a 
deficit of possibly $18 billion last year from a 
$60 billion surplus io 19S1 as the world oil 
glut hit earnings, the president of the Arab 
world's biggest international bank said/ 
Tuesday. 

In an interview with Reuters, the Arab 
Banking Corporation (ABC) president, 
Abdulla Saudi, said' that the best the 13 
OPEC (Organization of Petroleum Export- 
ing Countries) members could hope for this 
year was that the position would not worsen. 

Saudi, a 45-year-old Libyan, said that he 
expected Gulf countries to scale back their 
massive development projects as revenue 
fefl. 

OPEC countries have been badly hit by an 
unexpectedly severe drop in demand for their 
crude resulting from a combination of reces- 
sion in the oil-consuming West, conservation, 
a switch to alternative energy and the 
appearance in the market of non-OPEC pro- 
ducers like Britain and Mexico. 

Saudi said Gulf oil exporting countries 


might sell some of their investments to 
finance spending and take out short-term 
bri dging loans, but they were unlikely to turn 
to the. international markets- for long-term 
borrowings. 

The Arab Banking Corporation, owned by 
Libya. Abu Dhabi and Kuwait, announced 
Tuesday that its assets jumped 65 percent to 
$7.9 billion last year, making it the Arab 
world’s largest international bank. Profits 
rose 23 percent to $1 15 million. 

Saudi said an oil price-cutting war would 
affect the international banking system 
because of the debt problems of some pro- 
ducers, but he did not foresee any of the 
world's largest banks going bankrupt. “We 
are a chain and everyone else would suffer. 
So we have to keep them afloat the same way 
we keep countries afloat.” be said. 

He added that the big international Arab 
banks would be relatively unaffected by any 
financial crisis, because they had only 
recently entered the international loans busi- 
ness in a big way. 


West 9 s plan to aid Belgrade in peril 


BASLE. Feb. 8 (R) — A complex financial 
rescue package being organized by the West 
for heavily-indebted Yugoslavia has run into 
problems and may not be finalized for many 
months. Europe monetary sources have said. 

Western governments had agreed in prin- 
ciple to grant Yugoslavia’ about $18 ^billioii 
on condition that it continued to draw on an 
International Monetary Fund (IMF) loan, 
and readied new loan agreements with the 
Bank for International Settlements (BIS) and 
Us commercial creditor banks. But. the 
sources said the governments' contribution is 
being held up by a dispute over the propor- 
tion of it to consist of new finandal credits. 

Yugoslavia wants as much of it as possible 
in hard cash, while the Western governments 
prefer export credits or other tied loans. 

The ambitious package is the first con- 
certed Western effort to bail out a Commun- 
ist, if nonaligned. country and is expected to 
total over $3 billion. It involves 15 Western 
governments, scores of creditor banks, and 
three international finandal institutions, and 
is to help Yugoslavia cope with a $20 billion 
foreign debt.

The strike by some 10,000 employees, 
including ground staff, would affect all flights 
of Air France, Union de Transpons Aeriens 
(UTA) and the domestic airlines Air Inter 
and TAT, they said.

Other countries could give credits, but a 
number of them would need parliamentary 
approval and this may not be obtained until 
toe autumn. 

In Belgrade, National Bank Governor 
Raxovan Makicsaid Monday that Yugoslavia 
plans to borrow between $4 and $4.5 billion 
this year. 

He added that last year Yugoslavia hon- 
ored 96 percent of its obligations and would 
continue to repay its foreign debts oa time in 
coming years, but he gave no precise figures. 

However, offidais and banking sources 
have put Yugoslavia’s debt obligations at 
about $5 billion in 1982. and at $53 billion 
this year. 

Makic told a press conference that toe new 
foreign loans will be used primarily for build- 
ing up national bank currency reserves and 
importing raw materials for export-oriented 
industries and consumer goods in short sup-

Vaccine plan to save millions

LA JOLLA. California (LOS) — Millions 
of children's lives could be saved every year if 
recent advances in the techniques of health 
care were applied worldwide. Saving the 
children's lives would slow down the world's 
rapid population growth. 

These two propositions will be the basis of 
a new. high-powered international commit- 
tee being formed by Dr. Jonas Salk and 
Robert McNamara. Dr. Salk is the founding 
director of the Salk Institute and the man 
responsible for the Salk polio vaccine. 
McNamara is the recently retired president of 
the World Bank and a former United States 
secretary for defense. 

In the developing world, one out of every 
two children dies before the age of five. Ten 
million children a year perish from six child- 
hood diseases and diarrheal dehydration. 
Tens of millions more who contract but do 
not die of the diseases are left permanently 
weakened or crippled. 

Salk and McNamara say that this state of 
affairs need no longer persist. For the first 
time in human history, the means are at hand 
to change it. 

In an interview last week. Salk sa id recent 
advances in medical technology made it 
feasible, as well as desirable, to cany out 
universal immunization against the diseases 
mainly responsible for the death of infants. 
“It sounds impossible but it is entirely pos- 
sible." he said. At the Salk Institute for 
Biological Studies at La Jolla. California. 

And. according to James Grant, executive 
director of the United Nations Children's 
Fund, a simple and effective cure is also 


available for diarrheal dehydration, which 
kills some five million children a year. Mass 
immunization, together with the cure for 
diarrheal dehydration, makes possible a 
revolution in the world’s health. Grant says. 

"About 1 20 milli on children are born each 
year." Salk-said. "Eighty million are bom in 
the developing world- Of these, only some 20 
million receive any health care.” 

The technical obstacles that hitherto stood 
in the way of giving all these children protec- 
tion against childhood diseases, by vaccina- 
tion. have now been overcome. 

Fust, it used to be too expensive to produce 
vaccines in large quantities. This is no longer 
true. A more refined and potent polio vao- 
cine, for example, is being produced indus- 
trially on a large scale in Lyons. France. "The 
method is efficient and economical and the 
vaccine of reliable quality." Dr. Salk said. 

The new technology was developed jointly 
by Dutch and French scientists. Originally, 
polio vaccine required monkeys. Now it is 
being produced by means of a continuously 
propagating cell. Monkeys are no longer 
needed. 

Second, polio vaccine can now be com- 
bined with DPT in one syringe. DPT stands 
for diptheria. tetanus and pertussis (who- 
oping caught). 

Third, new techniques have made vaccines 
more effective. In the rural areas where 
immunization programs are needed, the chil- 
dren are widely scattered. It has been hard to 
ensure that a child gets the required number 
of shots at the required intervals, so immun- 
ization has been a very complicated adminis- 
trative business. Even in places with immun- 
ization programs, coverage has been patchy. 


But it has now been demonstrated that 
fewer vaccine shots are needed. A program 
whereby each chSd is given only two injec- 
tions. at intervals of four to six months, has 
proved as “efficacious" as the old multiple- 
shot system. Salk says. It makes possible 
much wider coverage. 

The two-shot program enormously simp- 
lifies the administrative problem and the 
shots provide protection against tuberculosis, 
diptberia. tetanus, whooping cough, polio, 
measles and yellow fever. Every year, tetanus 
kills a million children and polio cripples 
some 400.000 to 500.000. 

Experiments employing the new techni- 
ques have been quietly going on in Senegal 
and Upper Volta in Africa. The Upper Volta 
scheme is funded by the Dutch government 
to eliminate polio there. 

In both cases. Salk says, the experiments 
have proved successful. Salk agrees with the 
UJV.'s James Grant that a worldwide mass 
immunization program could be launched at 
once. In other words, a dramatic improve- 
ment in the health of the world is now simply 
a matter of decision. 

The laboratory work has been done, says 
Dr. Salk, the technological and industrial 
work has bees done, the experiments in the 
field have been done. "It would appear that 
all that remains is to put it ail on a larger 
scale.” 

Fears that keeping children alive instead of 
letting them die win make the population 
explosion worse have been dismissed by the 
U.N. Children's Fund. "When people 
become more confident that their existing 
children will survive, they tend to have fewer 
babies." Grant says.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I’ll ask a one-sentence question: Could you 
please write a few words about lung cancer? Thank yen . — Mr. Q. 

Dear Mr. Q- FU use more than one sentence, but only a few, 
considering the scope and importance of lung cancer. Here are some 
of the latest words on the subject from an article in Geriatrics by Drs. 
Richard A. Matthay, MJD. and John R. B alines, M.D.: 

Lung cancer is the leading cause of death from cancer in American 
men and the second most frequent cancer killer of American women. 
The average patient is a heavy cigarette smoker in the sixth or seventh 
decade of life. Fewer than 5 percent of patients are under 40. Evi- 
dence still incriminates tobacco smoking (especially cigarettes) as the 
main cause. Whether you are a man or woman, the risk is related 
directly to how long you have somked, how much, when begun, the 
depth of inhalation and the tar and nicotine levels in the cigarettes 
smoked. 

. . In comparison with non-smokers, average cigarette smokers have 
a nine-to tenfold increased risk of developing lung cancer. There are 
other factors such as atmospheric pollution. Among asbestos work- 
ers. one death out of five is due to lung cancer. Only about 5 percent 
of lung cancer patients have no symptoms. The tumor is discovered on 
routine chest X-ray. But other common symptoms are cough, expec- 
toration of blood, hoarseness — and other symptoms associated with 


the spread of the cancer. In addition to regular X-rays, examination 
of sputum, needle biopsy, there are such tests as radionuclide scan- 
ning, computerized tomography, endoscopy and others. Treatment 
depends upon die type of cancer involved: surgical resection, radia- 
tion therapy, chemotherapy, immunotherapy. 

What’s the prognosis? That will depend upon the type of cancer. 
For example, the overall 5-year survival rate for squamous cell 
cancer is 18 percent. But 23 percent of adenocarcinoma patients and 
13 percent with large cell cancer will be alive at 5 years. Small cell 
carcinoma is associated with the worst outcome — only 1 to 2 percent 
of patients surviving 5 years. (End of statistics.) Personal question: 
do you smoke, Mr. Q.?

■ The Indo-Aus-Phil region has various 
depthsdroppirig beyond a two-mile mark 
with narrow connecting c hanne ls.

Pushed upward, these deep-see animals 
expire. None from the deep survives. Some 
observers believe the deep-sea fishes die not 
of the; decreased pressure but due to 
increased temperature. 

However, those gasping for life exhibited 
blisters, possibly caused by expanding gasses 
as a fish is forced upward to zones of lower . 
pressure. Pressure increases sharply as the 
ocean descends. At four miles (town, for 
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example, water crushes with a weight 640 
times that of the atmosphere, or four and a 
half tons to the square inch. 

It was theorized that deep-sea life can 
endure crushing weight by maintaining equal 
pressure inside body tissues. Fish with closed 
air bladders must stay within restricted 
depths lest expansion of tin bladder bring 
sudden buoyancy and force them to “fair 
upward and die. 

Miraculously, many other fishes migrate 
rapidly from one depth to another — some- 
times daily — without injury. This ft possibly 
due to sophisticated, built-in thermostatic 
system. Mortality among specimens hauled 
up from the icy-cold abyss may result more 
from temperature change than pressure. 

Man, by comparison, can stand little more 
pressure underwater than 65 pounds to the 
square inch. To go deeper and later resurface 
too swiftly will result m a person getting the 
"bends,” the fast chemical reaction of oxygen 
in the blood to nitrogen. . . 

Astonishingly, some fish species examined 
showed envisce ration, indicating an inability 
to adjust to tbe deminfthed pressure of the 
surface. In ocher words, they also got the 
bends. According to Joseph D. Libbey, the 
group’s diving consultant, minimizing injury 
during the expedition was achieved by follow- 
ing strict diving regulations. 

Anything gathered wiD be distributed to 
national and foreign scientists in other coun- 
tries for further identification and -study 
including the naming of new specimens with 
approval from the Philippines. 

While the expedition discovered tbe abun- 
dance of algae, some of which are table 
deli g hts , ft also established the non-presence 
of it in areas where daylight cannot penetrate, 
preventing photosynthetk organisms to live. 
Hence, all creatures deep down tend to be 
predators or scavengers living on carrion that 
continually rain down from upper sea layers. 

While the Indo-Aus-Phil Wateitrench may 
be one of tbe world's richest seabeds, it is as 
much a jungle that demands ruthless compet- 
ition, swarming with deep-sea carnivores and 
a place of hunger where sanctuary does not 
exist. Most inhabitants of the great depths are 
relatively small, pointing to the overwhelm- 
ing competition for food. 

The expedition employed the time- 
honored tradition of natives in collecting 
specimens. A quarter moon, for instance, can 
assure a catch from the upper layer of the sea. 
A full moon was needed to bring swarms of 
specimens near or to the surface of the sea. A 
strong ocean wind usually attract sea life to 
concentrate on one area. By this method, tbe 
expedition tackled the problem of obtaining 
fish species that migrate vertically and range 
down to considerable depths. Rarest species 
were found only during the maximum cur- 
rents of the full or new moon. 

Dr. Fehltnan chose rotenbne chemical fil- 
led inplastic bags to preferve'the&^dfoon's 
catch. Once underwater, the scientists release 
the whitish fluid to stun the fish but spare the 
huger, known and edible ones. 

One work of the expedition was to deter- 
mine how far sunlight penetrates down into 
the Indonesian- A ustralian- Philippines 
Watertrench. Some members of the diving 
team recalled that when William Beebe, one 
of the world's famous oceanographers, 
descended in his bathysphere near Bermuda 
some years ago, be reported the faintly blue - 
remnants of daylight at 1,900 feet and abso- 
lute blackness at 2,000 feet. 

Actually, tbe expedition noted, depth to 
which daylight penetrates the Indo-Aus-Phil 
region depends on various factors. 

These include the angle of the sun to the 
surface and the amount of light absorbing 
plankton and other suspended material in the

HOBART, Tasmania (LOS) — The 1983 
international conservationist battle ground 
looks set to be in Tasmania, where a planned 
dam threatens a vast and beautiful wilderness 
around the Gordon and Franklin rivers eon- 
taming rare animals and barely explored 
caves occupied by Aboriginals 20.000 years 
ago. 

The struggle is the more bitter and impor- 
tant for the conrervationists because this area 
of southwest Tasmania is on the United 
Nations World Heritage list, where it ranks in 
importance with the Grand Canyon and the 
Serengeti National Park. 

In past weeks Tasmanian police have, 
arrested several hundred demonstrators who 
have attempted to stop contractors starting 
work on access roads. A thousand protesters 
are camped out in tbe area. The Liberal state 
Premier Robin Gray has called the conser- 
vationists trendies from the mainland who 
should mind their own business. 

In 1981, 40 percent of Tasmanians regis- 
tered their opposition to the dam in a 
referendum. (Voting in Australia is compul- 
sory.) 

Tbe conflict has overflowed into national 
politics. Malcolm Frasei’s Liberal govern- 
ment, ignoring the ami-dam conclusions of a 
special Senate committee, fast month 
approved finance for the project. 

Pollsters indicate that anti-dam sentiment 
could cost the Liberals power in national 
elections scheduled sometime this year. 
However. Fraser has a good conservationist 
record, hi 1981 hft government was the first 
in the world to ban whaling and whale pro- 
duct imports. In ] 976 he stopped damaging 
sand-mining on Fraser Island. As a back- 
bencher in the 1 950s he saved the Princess 
Alexandra parrot from bird collectors and 
extinction. 

The guess now is that Fraser is going for a 
firm and private word in the ear of the Tas- 
manian premier. Even if there are valid fed- 
eral powers to stop the dam, Canberra ft 
reluctant to use in an election year since the 
Ta sm a nia n government has vowed to fight 
back in the High Court, arguing the emotive 
issue of state rights; Some cynics suspect 
Fraser will push for a moratorium on dam 
work then set up a federal commission that 
will not report until after tbe national elec- 
tions. 

That would pose a problem for the thus far 
non-political Tasmanian Wilderness Society, 
which ft leading tbe dam protest. There are a 
number of influential Liberal backbenchers 
and at least two cabinet ministers, as well as 
the Young Liberal causes, who are “no dam- 
mers.” 
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If the society throws its weight behind 
•Labor, the anti-dam party, at the elections, 
these people and a fair number of Liberal- 
voting conservationists could well be alien- 
ated. 

The local Hydroelectric -Commission has 
already dammed nearly all the island's major 
rivers. Known as the "hydro” it has been 
described as Tasmania’s de facto government 
and has been credited with tbe fall last year of 
the Labor state government, after « g n« of 
half-heanedness on tbe latest dam issue. 

The Hydro says the 180 megawatt dam will 
produce new jobs from industries eager to 
use the cheap hydroelectricity — an impor- 
tant point in Tasmania, which has 
Australia’s highest unemployment. How- 
ever, the Hydro also admits that once the 
dam is built, it will need no more than 29 
people to operate ft. 

The conservationists argue that Tas- 
mania's long-standing cheap power policy 
has failed to attract significant industry and 


new jobs. Last , week their casereceivedan 
unexpected boost when Shell announced- the- 
discoverv of huge coal deporita m* flw Mmvf 

The anti-dammeis reason that if.Tto- 
manfaf s only power station were converted . 
from a 3 to coal, the winning of the coal would 
provide a major boost for employment. They 
also maintain that energy from a coal- fired 
station would be cheaper than one from the 
new dam. 

But all the arguments, reasoned or emo- 
tional, merely hide a d ee p e r issue. Mainland 
Australians have never had a very high opjo-. 
ion of their Tasmanian countrymen and foe 
Tasmanians know ft. For the state govern- 
ment in Hobart, the dam has become an ftene. 
of pride. For the mainland conservationists, 
the Tasmanians are running frm tn fiwm- 

One protester said: “The. white settlers 
there did a great job wiping out the Tasma^ 
,nian. aboriginals. Now th^ire^ working oh 
wiping put the last decent piece of their envi- 
ronment" r' ;

Vietnamese Army 



claims moving back 


PHNOM PENH, Feb. 8 (Agencies) — The 
Vietnamese Array in Cambodia has moved 
back about 10 kins from Cambodia's border 
with Thailand, "generally" leaving only 
Cambodian troops, backed by Vietnamese 
artillery, along the frontier, according to 
informed sources here. 

Cambdxan Foreign Minister Hun Sen did 
not denv the reports. But nor was it posable 
to confirm them independently as journalists 
are not authorized to trawl to the border 
area. A total of 150,000-180,000 Vietnam- 
ese troops are stationed in Cambodia, with 
the Cambodian army numbering, according 
to Western sources here. 

The Vietnamese news agency VNA last 
week denied that Vietnamese troops had 
attacked the Noog Chan Cambodian refugee 
camp, near Poipet, and hinted that only 
Cambodian troops had been involved. Offi- 
cials here, however, withheld any comment. 

Hun Sen said the replacement of Vietnam- 
ese troops by Cambodian units was made 
possible by “the weakening of the enemy" 
and by the "strengthening the national ar- 
my." “ When our troops can take the place of 
the Vietnamese, they do so as during last 
July' s Vietnamese withdrawal," he noted. He 
said there would be ” further withdrawals as 
soon as possible." 


Hun Sen stressed that the Vietnamese 
pullback should not be read as a "unilateral 
gesture” in line with the "security zonesT 
proposed to Thailand last July by Indochin- 
ese foreign ministers at a meeting in Ho Chi 
Minh City (formerly Saigon). "Our objective 
was only to make the best use of our forces," 
he said. 

At their sixth meeting in Ho Chi Minh City, 
Indochinese foreign ministers had proposed 
that the security zone on both sides of the 
Thai- Cambodian border be manned only by 
Thai forces on the Thai side (with a pullback 
of Cambodian guerrillas) and by Cambodian 
government troops on the other side (with 
Hanoi's troops moving back to the rear). 

Vietnamese sources here also said that 
Cambodian soldiers played a bigger role in 
the Cambodian be artland.be ing organized in 
small anti-guerrilla units. The Cambodian 
Army was “more mobile and more effective 
in thwarting infiltrations and also more moti- 
vated," they added. Each squad (of 30 to 35 
men) was accompanied by two or three Viet- 
namese advisers, several sources said. 

Foreign sources also indicated that the 
Cambodian Army was playing a more promi- 
nent political role in the provinces, with a 
military official sitting oh each of the provin- 
cial committees (administrations).

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VANCOUVER, Washington, Feb. 8 (AP) 
— Mount SL Helens erupted again Monday, 
building a new mound of lava on the 700-foot 
high dome in the volcano’s crater. There were 
no reports of explosions, mudflows or ash. 
Officials said they did not know when the 
eruption began. 

The eruption was confirmed at about noon 
Monday by geologists who flew over die 
southwest Washington volcano, said Thom 
Corcoran of the U.S. Forest Service. Corco- 
ran said a geologist in a fixed-wing plane saw 
a new lobe of lava growing on the east side of 


the dome, but that ground crews had yet to 
confirm it. • 

On Sunday, the U.S. Geological Survey 
and the University of Washington had 
warned that movement within the crater and 
gas emissions indicated Mount St. Helens 
would erupt within two weeks. 

Mount St. Helens awoke from a 161-day 
hiatus with two explosions Wednesday and 
Thursday. The volcano stined to life in this 
century in March I960. Its May 16, 1980. 
eruption left 59 persons dead or missing and 
sent up an ash cloud which circled the globe. 


63U.K. women pacifists held 


GREENHAM COMMON, England, Feb. 
8 (AP) — Sixty-three women peace cam- 
paigners were arrested Monday at the U.S. 
Air Force base here, protesting plans to 
deploy American Cruise nudear missiles. 

"A number of persons penetrated the 
perimeter of the air base. They were arrested 
and removed by police and the base is now 
secure again,” said a police spokesman at 
nearby Newbury. He said 29 women got 
inside the fence, were arrested and later 
released pending possible charges. Another 
34 women were arrested outride the gates 
and charged with obstructing the highway. 
They will appear in court April 18. 


The inddent, second of its kind in five 
weeks, occurred 48 hours before UJS. Vice 
President George Bush was due to arrive in 
Britain on the final stop of a seven-nation 
European tour to muster support for Ameri- 
can defense and disarmament policies. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (R) - The 
Reagan administration said in a report issued 
Tuesday that human rights under right-wing 
governments around the world had improved 
in the past year but that harsh conditions 
persisted under Communist regimes. 

The administration declared human rights 
to be at the core of U.S. foreign policy, in an 
annual report prepared by the State Depart- 
ment under a requirement laid down by Con- 
gress. 

■* Our reputation among the people in 
important countries that are dictatorships 
will suffer if we come to be associated not 
with liberty, but with despotism. ” it said. The 
report reiterated Reagans reference for 
quiet diplomacy rather than former President 
Jimmy Carters public condemnation of 
abuses to put pressure on repressive regimes. 

Latin American and Caribbean countries 
threatened by insurgencies and those with 
leftist governments remained the worst 
human rights violators, the report said. 


fn Aria also, it said, the pattern was human 
rights improvements under right-wing gov- 
ernments but persistent bad conditions under 
communism. 

The State Department said racial separa- 
tion had brought increased violence both 
inside South Africa and to its neighbors 
despite proposals for. reform. 

In El-Salvadorj where the civilian- 
military junta is supported by Washington, 
there were signs of improvement last year, 
although serious human rights problems per- 
sisted, the report said. It Said the number of 
politically-motivated killings and disap- 
pearances reported in 1 982 dropped substan- 
tially from the previous year and that ” the 
armed forces demonstrated an increased 
awareness of the need to respect human 
rights. " 

There had been improvement under the 
military regime in Guatemala, which the 
United States also backs in its struggle against 
leftist guerrillas.

U.K. observes 1st Don’t Smoke Day today 


moo. 
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LONDON, Feb. 8 (AP) — Britain's 
dwindling number of smokers will be under 
new pressure to kick the habit Wednesday 
with this country' s first " Don' t Smoke Day,” 
modeled on the annual "Great American 
Smokeout.” 

Organizers hope that despite their tiny 
$7,650 budget, five million of Britain's 18 
million smokers — 40 percent of adults com- 
pared with 70 percent two decades ago — 
will quit for the day. and 250.000 of these will 
give up smoking permanently. 

The campaign coincides with a S3 80,000 
advertising campaign by tobacco companies, 
alarmed at an unprecedented 15 percent 
drop in cigarette sales in two years. But that 
drop was prompted more by sharply higher 


taxes than 21 years of health warnings. 
"Don't Smoke Day" is the brainchild of a 
retired hospital administrator, Tom Hurst, 
69, operating from a small London office as 
head of the 1,000-member, all-volunteer 
National Society of Non-Smokers. "If only 
1,000 give up. it’s worth ii,” he said. 

Hurst said an estimated one million 
Americans quit permanently after the most 
recent U.S. Smokeout, an event organized by 
the American Cancer Society, on Nov. 18. 
He hopes next year the United Stares and 
Britain will declare a joint "no- smoke" day as 
the first step toward a worldwide day. Hurst's 
campaign has the blessing of the Stare 
Department of Health, and of Ash (Action 
on Smoking and Health), a state-aided anti- 


smoking body. 

Advice sheets tell smokers how ro' get . 
through Wednesday: but away cigarettes and 
matches the night before, avoid sitting 
around after meals, visit libraries or other 
no-smoking public places, do little jobs long, 
put off.

3 Assamese killed In firing 


NEW DELHI, Feb. 8 ( Agencies) — Three 
persons were lulled ‘and several wounded 
when police fired on angry crowds Tuesday in 
fee ' troubled northeastern state of 
Assam, fee Press Trust of India (PT1) news 
agenqr reported. The agency said a curfew 
was damped on the Bebnr area, 80 kmsfrom 
the state capital Gauhati. after police opened 
fire on a crowd which attacked a police sta- 
tion. Several policemen were hurt. 

Violence has flared in Assam during fee 
past week as militant Assamese have stepped 
up a campaign calling for a boycott of state 
elections due to start Feb. 14. PT1 quoted 
official sources as saying 13 persons have so 
far died in police firing and seven in other 
incidents. But unofficial sources put the fig- 


ure much higher, it added. 

The assembly elections arc being opposed 
by groups demanding fee removal of illegal 
immigrants, mostly Bangladeshis, from elec- 
toral rolls and their eviction from fee state. 
Senior Home Ministry offidals left Delhi 
Tuesday for Assam to assess the situation. 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi is due to visit 
fee state next Thursday. 

Meanwhile, local journalists reached by 
telephone said fee death tpll in Tuesday's 
police fixing was higher than the official body 
count of three dead. But, they said, they 
could not confirm unofficial reports feat said 
between four and six persons bad been fatally 
shot.
